NEW HAMPSHIRE BAPTISTS. 

Tt gives us much solemn pleasure to quote | 
the following account from the Herald of 
Freedom : 

Asouition Movements 1n Bow. On 
Sunday, the 13th instant, the Baptist clergy- 
man in the neighboring town of Bow gave 
notice that on the evening of the 15th, at 
Clough’s Hall, an address would be delivered 
on the subject of slavery. At the time ap- 
pointed, a numerous assemblage attended— 
the Hall was crowded to excess, says our 
correspondent, with a very respectable au- 
dience. At the opening of the meeting the 
‘Throne of Grace was addressed and a few 
interesting remarks made by the Baptist 
minister, ou the propriety and necessity of 

ublicly discussing the subject of slavery. 
The lecturer, Mr. Archibald, having stated 
what American slavery is, rebuked with 
merited severity that timid policy which 
affects to dread the discussion of this sub- 
ject. He showed most satisfactorily that it 
ought to be examined and exposed in all its 
deformity. ‘ In grappling with the enemy,” 
says our correspondent,—‘‘ there was no 
noisy declamation, but a close and well di- 
rected fire was kept up for the space of an 
hour upon the adversary’s batteries. It was 
a close and logical contest betweem justice 
and injustice, between liberty and slavery, 
between righteousness and unrighteousness.” 
He sustained his positions by citing the sol- 
emn enactments and other published docu- 
ments of slaveholders. Slavery, as a wicked 
servant, was judged out of its own mouth.

“SLAVES ARE LIARS”—WHY? 

Read the following answer to this question, 
furnished by Chief Justice Henderson of 
South Carolina, in his delivery of an opinion 
on a particular trial, where the testimony of 
a slave was offered by one of the parties. 


“The master,” said the Judge, ‘has an 
almost absolute control over the body and 
mind ofthe slave. The master’s will is the 
slave’s will. All his acts, all his sayings, are 
made witha view to propitiate his master. 
His confessions are made, not from a love of 
truth, not from a sense of duty, not to speak 
falsehood, but to please his master ; and it is 
vain that his master tells him to speak the 
truth,and conceals from him how he wished | 
the question answered. The slave will as-| 
certain, or which is the same thing, think | 
that he has ascertained the wishes of his 
master, and mould his answer accordingly. 
We therefore more often get the wishes of 
the master, or the slave’s belief of his | 
es, than truth. And this is so often the} 
case, that the public justice of the country | 
requires that they should be altogether exclu- | 


ded. Confessions made to propitiate the | 


good opinion of the jailer, or to avert harsh | 
treatment, are excluded on the same princi-| 
ple. 1 think the case of master and slave | 
much stronger. ‘The power ofthe jailer is' 
temporary and limited ; that of the master 
permanent and almost unlimited.”

but the children, the two females being also ab- 
sentat the time. **Charles’’ proceeded to this 
cily, while Mr, Mosby, in consequence of a 
high wind which rendered crossing the river 
somewhat dangerous, remained all night on 
this side, at the house of a black man named 
Ephraim Knight, who did not come home till 
past12 o'clock. During that night, some _per- 
son went to the house upon the Island occupi- 
ed by “Charles,"* and stole Mr. Mosby’s trunk, 
containing $2,000 in dollar pieces, which was 
all that then remained of his former wealth. 

A person living on this side of the river, op- 
posite, was taken up at the time, on suspicion 
of the robbery, but discharged, there being no 
evidence of guilt found against him. 

Thus stripped in a moment, of the means he 
had reserved to carry him comfortably through 
the few remaining days of his earthly pilgrim- 
age, this philanthropic but unfortunate man, was 
thrown, in his feeble old age, upon the hard ne- 
cessity of obtaining a support by the labor of 
his inands—for which his previous habits of life 
and the infirmities of age, butilly fitted bim, 
and it was difficult even to ebtain such employ- 
ment as his strength would enable him to per- 
form. To 2dd to the burthen, the only female 
of the family able to assist much in their house- 
hold, was taken sick and died, leaving her aged 
mother and the helpiess children, dependent on 
the precarious support which might be gleaned 
by the labors of the old gentleman and his for- 
mer slave, Charles. 

As if their deplorable condition was not al- 
ready sufficiently pitiable, the colored man in 
the city from wher the farm on which they liv- 
ed was leased, came to the house while all the 
family except the children were absent at work, 
on this side of the island, eight miles distant 
from home, and on the heartless pretext that 
“the house was his,’ turned the children out of 
doors, and fastened up the entrance! leaving 
them exposed, in the bitter and inclement month 
of November, 1837, without a shelter for their 
heads! They howeverremained about the house 
and put up two boards against the building, 
which served asa partial pretection from the 
weather, while some refuse vines gathered frem 
the garden, thrown upon the frozen earth, was 
all they had to sleep upon. In this situation, 
these poor children actually remained more 
than a week, with nothing to eatexcept a few 
beans and vegetables, which had been left on 
the ground in the garden, and which they ate 
uncooked ! 

On the return of the adult portion of the fam- 
ily. they could only procure.a leg hut, nearly 
roofless, and otherwise uncomfortable, upon the 
island. In that condition, without a bed to lie 
upon, have this. old gentleman and _ his former 
slaves since remained, and he has been himself 
compelled to make splint brooms to obtein the 
food necessary to avoid absolute starvation ! 

Suspicion having lately fallen upon Knight, 
the colored man at whose Mr. Mosby staid on 
the night of the robbery, he was last week arrest- 
ed, and after a protracted examination of five 
days before T. W. Woolson, Esq., magistrate at 
‘Tonawanda, was committed to the jail in this 
city, charged with the crime, The facts against 
him appear to be—that he has within some 
twelve months past, patd out nearly $300 to 
various persons, in dellar pieces, for the pur- 
chase of stock, &c. Somesixty of these pieces, 
paid te one man, had clay adhering to their 
surfaces,as if they had been buried and then 
dug up. From these and other circumsfances, 
enough was established to authorize his com- 
mitment. 

It is surmised that he has purchased a farm 
in Chatauque county, with a part of the money 
stolen; and if that be the case, itis hoped that 
it may be communicated by any one who may 
be aware of the fact. so that some portion at 
least, of the money may be restored to the 
rightful owner. . 

The above detail is from the minutes taken of 
the old gentleman's testimony, on the examina- 
tion. By a singular coincidence, a gentleman 
from Virginia on his way to the Falls, stopped 
atthe tavern in which the examination was go- 
ing on, and recognized Mr. Mosby even in fis 
forlorn condition and tattered habiliments, as 
one of his old neighbors in Virginia, corrobora- 
ting fully the statement of Mr. M. as to his for- 
mer wealth and respectability. A subscription 
was at once started, and enough raised to pur- 
chase a suit of clothes for the truly unfortunate 
sufferer. 

Mr. Mosby, whose “ower true tale’’ we have 
briefly sketched above, was a soldier in our glo- 
rious Revolution,and fought at Guildhall Court 
House, and at Yorktown, under Washington. 
He once had a wife and children, but death has 
swept them away, and left him alone, in the 
dreariness of a destitute old age, with only the 
poor pittance of a pension of $50 to minister to 
his wants. He is new 82 years old, but very 
intelligent, and retains his mental faculties in 
full vigor. 

God grant that the sharp misfortunes which 
have so strangely visited him, may yet be alle- 
viated, and that the munificent philanthropy 
which has apparently left him to the rough 
charities of the world, may not be without its 
solace and its reward, even in this changeful 
and uncertain life.

manifest. Many vessels in the river, otterly 
helpless, were driven about at the merey of lac 
tempest. 

At half pyst two o'clock, the sliding-gate at 
the north eud ef the Prince's Dock, wes, wiih 
partof the wall, blown down. The landing- 
bridge, which was moered off the George's 
Pier, was sunk at the moath of the basin. The 
Admiral Seacombe ferry steamboat, sunk near 
the Prince's Pier, and only a emall partof her 
topinast, could be seen. The Rancorn steamer 
Eclipse, went down near George's Pier-head, 
The fireman, it is said, was drowned. The 
Bridgewater, another Runcorn steamer, was 
wrecked under the wall of the Brunswick 
Dock Pier. Several flats sunk in the Beuns- 
wick Half tide Basin, in the King's Deck Ba- 
sin, and at the King’s Dock Pivr. A fishing- 
boat swamped near the latter place, amd anoth- 
erin the Queen's Dock, where many vessels 
lost their spars. At Cornhill, the Woodside 
steamer Ribble came alongside a total wreck, 
and the schooner Harriet, of Lancaster rua 
ashore wilh considerable damage. 

About sixteen vessels (as before stated) were | 
thrown ashore in Bootle Bay ; and during tue 
day a vast number of persons, pedestrians and 
equestrians, went along the beech to witness | 
the destruction. The Oxford was seen round- 
ing the Rock, at half past twelve on Sunday | 
night. She was driven on shore with all her 
masts standing, in about an hour allterwards, 
and after grounding-never stirred from the 
spot where she now lies. On the retiring of | 
the tide, the passengers, thirteen in number,’ 
and the captain and erew, landed with their 
baggage, abeut ten o'clock, and proceeded from 
the hotel above to the town. The masts of the! 
Oxford did not fall till between three and four 
o'clock inthe morning, She kepta light up! 
euring the whole of the-night. | 

Her cargo is valuable, consisting principally, ; 
we believe, of cotton and tobacco. The Red-| 
wing, her majesty's tender forthe mail, wae, 
(as we also noticed) stranded near her. Lieut, 
Reid, her commander, stated, that 60 overpow- | 
ering was the hurricane, with three anchors 
out, and his full power of steam on, one of his 
cables snapped and his vessel dragged before | 
the wind, till at last he was obliged to let them 
slip to avoid running foul the Oxford. The 
wind then drove his vessel on her beam ends, 
and being unable to get her ahead to the wind- 
ward, with all the power he could put on, she 
was driven sideways on shore. 

The packet ship St. Andrew left en Sunday, 
at two o'clock, P.M, at five, a smart breeze

bent. One «f the hands was dashed from the 
yard arm on the deck, he was severely injured, 
but was alive yesterday. At that moment 
Capt. Thompson ordered the men aloft, but 
fused. After the loss of her sails the ship be- 
remained until the feurenoon of Monday, when 
an altempt was made to relieve her by cutting 
away the upper parts of her mast, She was 
then rigged with a mizzen sail, aud foresail ; 
early on Tuesday morning, in this crippled 
state, she was stering to Liverpool. About 
half past 10, A. M., she struck on the Burbo 
Sands, with both anchors down, the sea beat- 
ing heavily. The life boats were set off to ex- 
tricate the passengers, who were conveyed on 
board the steam vessel Victoria, and thas prov- 
identtially saved. The steady and admirable 
conduct and pressnce of mind of Capt. Thomp- 
son, during the whole of this trying occasion, 
is beyond all praise. As soon as the ship had 
struck, almost the first thing he did, was to 
stave in all the sprit casks ; indeed, every bot- 
tle containing wine or spirits was emptied ro 
destroyed, he being apprehensive of the con- 
sequenogage the crew.

The whole occasion wears an air of hap- 
piness, if conducted as it should be; and re- 
miuds us of that blessed place, 

“ Where joy like morning dew distills, 

And all the air is love.” 

And, when “ separation is needful,” and 
we return to our respective labors, it is pleas- 
ant to carry with us the happy associations 
which the occasion has excited, to remem- 
ber the prayers and counsels of those we 
love,—and think of that blessed tie which 
years cannot sever, time cannot weaken— 
nor eternity destroy. I am persuaded that 
these sentiments accord with the experience 
of those"who for years, have enjoyed this in- 
tercourse; some of whom, are occupy- 
ing different posts in Zion, and others-have 
gone to associate with Paul and Edward and 
Carey and Fuller and Boardman and Bald- 
win, and a host of others, in the Kingdom of 
God. 

But our own happiness is a secondary con- 
sideration. We are not to seek for ease or 
pleasure here; but labor to save souls. 

The happiness of which we speak is inti- 
mately, and necessarily connected with use- 
fulness. Accordingly, I proceed to remark. 

II. Such meetings promote the usefulness 
of the members: They improve the health. 

This is by no means an unimportant con- 
sideration. If any man needs health, sure- 
ly it is the man whose days must be spent in 
unremitted toil of body or mind, or of both, 
and many of his nights in sleepless anxiety. 
It is obvious that whatever shall relieve the 
energies’ of the system and _ revive the spir- 
its, must benefit the health. “As the bow 
always bent must lose its elasticity and pow- 
er, sohis energies must flag, if too long se- 
verely tasked.” 

It increases piety. ‘The meeting of which 
we speak must have a tendency to elevate 
the tone of.religious feeling and bring the 
heart nearer to God. 

It would seem impossible that christians, 
and, especially, christian ministers, should 
converse together for hours, upon the great 


‘doctrines, precepts, and powers of the gos- 


pel, and upon the interests of the kingdom 
of Christ in their own hearts, in their res- 
pective churches and in the world,—and not 
have their piety warmed—that they should 
send up their praises, and bow their knees 
together with such similar feelings, and yet 
not fan the flame of devotion. 

If christian intercourse and communion 
tend to promote religion in the soul, then, 
certainly, the religious intercourse and wor- 
ship of the ministers of Christ must produce 
this result.

The following Essay was read at the minis-| 


ters’ meeting in the vicinity of Worcester, held | 


at North Oxford Jan. 30, 1839, and by vote of 
the meeting, it is forwarded to the Christian Re- 
flector for publication. 

The station of the minister of Christ must 
be acknowledged to be the most cxerey 
honorable, and responsible, ever filled by 
man. It needs the advantages of the high- 
est physical, intellectual, and, especially, 
moral culture. If ever man tasks to their 
utmost the energies of his being, it should 
be, when exercising the functions of the sa- 
cred office.

This is an influence greatly to be desired. 
All say at once, that the minister needs to 
be a pious man. And, perhaps, it may too 
soon be taken for granted that he is so.— 


'He may himself be in danger of taking it 


for granted, and may cease those ardent as- 
piratigns after God, which should’ @nly ex- 
pire with his life. In these days of*bustle 
and worldliness, the church greatly needs 
an increase of piety. She is in great expos- 
ure. That the standard of holiness in the

Where cana strong, vigorous, physical 
system, a thoroughly trained intellect, anda, 
noble, generous, pious heart, be more desi- | 
rable than in the labors, the perplexities, the | 
studies, and the devotions of the Minister ? 

It surely becomes the man called to this 


crease his efficiency. Among other means, 
intercourse with his brethren in the ministry 
is not least By every unprejudiced mind, 
it must be considered, not only proper, but 
pleasant and profitable that there should be 
particular seasons for this intercourse. 

In this essay, I shall attempt to show that 


Ministers’ Mcetings, properly conducted, are, 


important to the happiness and the usefulness 
of the Ministry. . ; 

That ministers may have meetings which 
are unpleasant and unprofitable, is not de- 
nied ; for they are but frail, imperfect men. 
But we speak only of such as are in harmo- 
ny with their sacred profession. 

I. Such meetings will conduce to the 
happiness of the members. ‘The short re- 
lease which is enjoyed from the ordinary 
toils of the pastor’s life, has a tendency to 
revive his spirits and increase his happiness. 
The man who has tried it for successive 
years, and he only knows what it is to have 
his energies constantly on the stretch; amid 
the continual round of the ever-changing, 
and yet, somewhat monotonous duties of his 
course. And he alone can duly appreciate 
even the short relaxation of the day. 

And then, the influence of social inter- 
course is most propitious. Man was evi- 
dently made for society; and how greatly 
does the happiness of this life depend upon 
the spirits with which we associate. The 
sweetness of social joys is in proportion to 
the interest and union which prevail. On 
this principle surely a circle of Ministers of 
Jesus Christ should be a happy community. 
If any where, there should be the sympathy 
of kindred hearts, jt should be among the 
Ambassadors of peace. They of all others 
can sing ‘Our fears, our hopes, our aims 
are one, our comforts and our cares.” 

The happiness of merely the cordial greet- 

ings of brethren on these occasions, would 
much more than compensate for the effort. 
Even tbe salutation of a brother awakens 
pleasant emotions. The interchange of sen- 
iments affords happiness. It is pleasant to 
exchange the interested inquiry, the friendly 
hint of encegragement, or even of correc- 
tion—to examine together the precious truths 
of God's word—together to survey the great 
field of christian effurt,—and, especially, to 
“* talk of all the Savior did and said, and suf- 
fered for us here below.” Above all, the de- 
votions of the occasion make it delightfal. 
_ There is something exceedingly prec- 
ious, in uniting with kindred spirits in acts 
of religious worship before the throne of di- 
vine grace.

We see tokens of 
her want of piety in the shortness of her 
She is not holy enough 
to bear success, as she ought. Our revivals 
are very brief. A day of warmth and ge- 
nial influence is succeeded by whole winters 
of ide, and moral dearth. And why? but 
, because piety isso flickering? The church 
waits for some exciting stimulants, by which 
to be wrought up to temporary effort, and 
then she seems to calculate to settle back 
; to stupor and indifference. Her light is thus 
too much like the fitful flash of the meteor, 
rather than the steady, effective rays of the 
sun. A uniform, steatly effort for God and 
souls is the way to secure success. She 
loses her spirit of dependence. God often 
blesses his people and works for them and 
by them, ‘until they begin to feel that they 
can work without him; and then it is neces- 
sary for him to leave them to leanness and 
mortification, till they cry, like sinking Pe- 
ter, ‘‘ Lord, save or I perish!” Before we 
can reasonably expect the conversion of the 
world, the church must be pervaded by a 
very humble, watchful, vigorous piety ; and 
be governed by a high: standard of feeling, 
principle, practice, faith and prayer. And 
in this her ministers must take the lead.— 
Let such a state of feeling glow in their 
breasts and the flame will kindle, and diffuse 
itself undecaying, unsleeping, and energet- 
ic, through all the ranks of the Church.— 
And then we may look for the rapid comin 
of the Kingdom of Christ, in all its healthful 
influences. ‘‘ But,” says one excellent wri- 
ter, “it isnot merely as an example, and 
an incitement to others, that the minister, at 
the present day, needs a profound and vigor- 
ous piety. He needs such a piety to ani- 
mate and sustain him in the discharge of 
his professional duty. In the study, when 
preparing lis sermons; in the pulpit, when 
preaching them; in the closet and in the 
prayer meeting; inthe family and the per- 
sonal interview, he finds that nothing can 
supply the place of a heart beating high 
with the love of God. Especially at the 
present time, when fidelity must be employ- 
ed or no good will be done; when the point- 
ed appeal, the close cutting reproof, are de- 
manded by the noise of business and the fla- 
grancy of crime. If we talk “at arm’s 
length” only, they will not care for it: We 
need a spirit by which we may come into 
their hearts and leave there a record for 
God, and in the soul an arrow of anguish. 
This spirit is obtained by dwelling under 
the throne. All Christians need it, and 
Ministers mostemphatically. There is too 
much of the feeling, that the world is to be 
converted chiefly as a pecuniary transaction 
—as a business enterprise, by money, and 
books and bustle. We very seriously ques- 
ton whether it will ever be so converted. —

Now if ministers come together and pros- | 
ecute the duties of the occasion in simple, 
and humble reliance on Jesus, their great 
Master, will it not tend greatly to increase 
their piety ? 

Again,—Such meetings promote the use- 
fulness of ministers by adding to'their knowl. | 
edge. Here it is proper to examine and dis- 
cuss freely, difficult points in theology, and 
by doing it much assistance may frequently | 
be gained. By different minds, different 
views will be presented, and all will enjoy 
equally, the results to which each individual 
has come. ‘Thus on a particular point may be 
centered, the light which all from different 
talents, advantages and experience, are ena-| 
bled to bring. In this way, we may be each | 
a helper to his brother, and the advantages’ 
of one are madé, in some degree, common 
to all. 

The important exercise of interpretation 
may be in this way assisted. Atsuch tneet-! 
ings, a brother may express his views of | 
scripture ; and, should he be in an error, it 
may, perhaps, be satisfactorily shown ; and | 
thus he be saved from giving a wrong view 
to his people. He would, at least, know the 
opinions of his brethren. Some may possess 
helps to the interpretation of a particular 
passage which others do not, and those, in 
this*way, are brought within the reach of 
all. Here may be brought out difficult texts 
which, perhaps, we should never so thor- 
oughly investigate in any other capacity. 

There too, is the place for the considera- 
tion soomraen difficulties and trials. 
—Questions oPdoubtful, practical expedien- 
cy may be settled, and a course marked out, 
according to the wisdom and experience of 
allthe brethren. The results of years of 
experience, in ministerial labors and trials, 
become available by each member, and may 
seem for his comfort and direction, when in 
his own field, he toils alone. 

There, also, is gained a knowledge of the 
state of the churches, which would not oth- 
erwise be possessed , and which is useful to 
the minister. ; 

The knowledge of each other, which is 
here obtained, is not unimportant. It is 
well for Ministers to understand the charac- 
ter of their brethren and to be acquainted 
with the peculiar talents, and circumstances 
of each other. It is pleasant and profitable 
to know their personal history—what have 
been their advantages—what is the type of 

heir piety—and what their method of la- 
bor. And where can this be better obtain- 
ed—than in their ministerial conferences? 

Lastly,—Such meetings promote useful- 
ness, by strengthening the union of Minis- 
ters. It is often said with much truth, that 
“union is strength.” 

While this maxim holds true of every 
cause, it is especially so in the cause of 
Christ. And, as ministers are to take the 
lead in the cause, it surely becomes them to 
be patterns of harmonious feeling and ac- 
tion. If the officers of the sacramental host 
of God’s elect ‘‘fall out by the way,” and 
‘* bite and devour one another,” how can 
united and efficient action be expected in 
the ranks? If in this sinful world, there is 
a circle which should ever exhibit whatever 
is lovely in the closest fraternal ties, that cir- 
cle is 4 body of Ministers of the same faith. 
Commissioned by the same high authority— 
bearing essentially the same message— 
subject to the same trials—sustained by the 
same ‘/hopes—and looking for the same 
crown of life, how unseemly is discord in 
their midst ? 

This spirit of union, these meetings may 
essentially foster. They afford an opportu- 
nity of closer intimacy than is generally en- 
joyed without them,, Brethren who see 
each other but seldom, and then, have only 
the glance of some public occasion, are 
comparatively strangers. But how many 
will go from one of these Ministerial ban- 
quets strangers ? 

There may be laid plans for useful- 
ness in the common*cause, which may be 
followed by the united prayers of breth- 
ren who have power with God. And, 
whilst a brother is executing his part of that | 
common plan, how cheering to know that he 
is not alone; but that, in different places,
